Three people closely associated with the Buffalo Bills family passed away 

, during the 1995 offseason. Bob Chandler, Ilio DiPaolo and Dick Gallagher had 
very different integral roles with the franchise, but one thing was common 
among all three men; their /ove for the Bills. They will be extremely missed. 

Bob Chandler was Buffalo's seventh-round draft choice in 1971 out of the 
University of Southern California. He wore the red, white and blue of the Bills 
through the ‘79 season and he still ranks fourth on the Bills’ all-time receptions 
list. Spectacular catches became his routine trademark and NFL stadiums 
across the country showcased his tremendous talent each autumn Sunday after- 
noon. He was respected by his teammates and coaches for his toughness and 
strong work ethic and adored by Bills fans everywhere. 

llio DiPaolo was known throughout Western New York as a popular restau- 
ranteur and his love for his community and the Buffalo Bills never waned. The 
former professional wrestler catered dinner to the Bills coaches Monday through 
Thursday during the season and his Thursday evening visits with the Bills staff 
became a symbol of good luck for the team. Ilio proudly served, at one time or 
another, a, meal to most of the Bills players and caches, both past and present, 
with a hearty handshake and a generous smile that none will forget. 

Dick Gallagher was the first-ever general manager of the Bills and he served in 
that capacity from 1960-66. As an innovative adminsitrator, some of the poli- 
cies and ideas he implemented in the early ‘60's Continue to be utilized today by 
Bills front office staff members. A former director of player personnel and assis- 
tant coach in the All-American Conference, Gallagher's knowledge of the game 
was imperative in the Bills’ winning the American Football League crown in 1964 
and 1965. He once summed up his feelings best by saying “Professional 
Football is the thing | like to do best. ...1 enjoy meeting people and making 
new friends.”

RALPH C. WILSON, JR. 
PRESIDENT 


36TH YEAR WITH BILLS 
Born Octoser 17, 1918 


One of the original owners of the American Football League franchis- 
es, Ralph Wilson reintroduced professional football to Western New 
York when he formed the Buffalo Bills in 1960. 

For Wilson, football has been important since he was a young man and 
accompanied his father to University of Detroit and Detroit Lions games. 
“| was a big fan in the early part of my teens,” he recalls. “I could see 
the interest developing in professional football in the days of Leon Hart, 
Bobby Layne and Doak Walker”. 

His enthusiasm for the intense sport led him to purchase a minority 
share in the NFL Detroit Lions and later join ranks with Lamar Hunt and 
the other six members of “The Foolish Club” in an ambitious, but risky 
venture known as the American Football League. 

Of his early days in the AFL, Wilson says he “never thought about 
throwing in the towel, selling the team...there were times when | 
reminded myself that | used to pay five dollars for a ticket to the Lions’ 
games and | enjoyed myself and had no headaches. | would ask myself 
what | was doing here.” 

In the beginning there was considerable skepticism regarding the AFL 
by members of the NFL and the media. “The Foolish Club” persevered 
however and, following initial talks in January of 1965 between Wilson 
and the late Carroll Rosenbloom, then owner of the Baltimore Colts, a 
merger with the long established National Football League was negoti- 
ated. 

A former President of the AFL, he served on the Expansion Committee 
of that League and the AFL-NFL Negotiations Committee. He was also 
prominent in the negotiations which resulted in a 1977 agreement 
between the NFL Management Council and the NFL Players Association. 
In the past, he has served as Chairman of the NFL Pension Committee 
and Labor Committee and currently serves on the Board of NFL 
Charities and the Super Bowl Site Selection Committee. 

During his thirty-six year tenure as owner of the Bills, he has watched 
with great pride as two of his teams captured the American Football 
League Championship (1964-65) and more recent squads won 
American Football Conference titles in 1990, 1991, 1992 and 1993 on 
their way to an unprecendented four consecutive appearances in Super 
Bowls XXV-XXVIII. 

Thirty of his players over this span have been Pro Bowl selections, 
including two who were voted the Pro Bowl’s highest honor, Most 
Valuable Player. 

An active supporter of community affairs in the Buffalo area, he is 
largely responsible for the Bills’ strong relationship with Children's 
Hospital of Buffalo, The Ronald McDonald House, The United Way and 
Roswell Park Cancer Institute. In 1987 he established the Buffalo Bills 
Foundation and organized the Bills’ Alumni Association. Recently, he 


made news with his establishment of a perpetual scholarship program 
at Canisius College for student athletes. Wilson’s gift was one of the ten 
largest scholarship endowments in the school’s history. 

} Born in Columbus, Ohio, Ralph Wilson moved to 
Detroit with his family when he was a youngster. He graduated from the 
University of Virginia and later attended law school at the University of 
Michigan, before enlisting in the Navy during World War II. He earned his 
commission within a year and served aboard minesweepers in both the 
Atlantic and Pacific theatres. 


In addition to his active role as President and Owner of the Bills, Wilson 
is Chairman of the Detroit-based Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. Enterprises, a diver- 
sified managment and investment company with interests in highway con- 
struction, television broadcast and the venture capital industry. 


He maintains a permanent residence in Grosse Pointe Shores, Michigan. 
He has three daughters, two of whom are involved in team business. Linda 
Bogdan, the NFL's first woman scout, is the franchise’s Corporate Vice 
President, while another daughter, Christy Hofmann, serves as Director of 
Merchandising. 

A competitive tennis player and avid fan of the 
game, he is a regular participant in Seniors tournaments in the U.S. and 
Europe, as well as a sponsor of several U.S.T.A. tournaments around the 
country.

Born Aucust 13, 1946 


BILLS: John Butler's goal for the Buffalo Bills has never waivered and bringing 
the Lombardi Trophy to Western New York remains Priority One as the franchise 
enters the 1995 season. 

Having been named Executive Vice President and General Manager on February 
5, 1993, Butler was determined to direct the Bills back to another Super Bowl. He 
wasted no time in accomplishing the feat as the Bills made an unprecedented 
fourth consecutive trip to the Super Bowl during the 1993 season. 

The Bills’ former Director of Player Personnel has always instilled an air of 
excitement and optimism to the general manager's office with an even mixture of 
football knowledge and friendly personality. 

His contributions to the Bills in the area of adding talent speak for themselves 
when you look at the players on the Buffalo roster who were drafted since his first 
draft in 1988. A team’s success is often dependent upon the attributes of its top 
two or three draft choices from each season and this is certainly an area where the 
Bills have exceled under Butler's guidance. His first ever selection for Buffalo and 
his top choice in 1988 was his most notable when RB Thurman Thomas was 
selected as the team’s first choice that year in the second round after 27 other 
teams passed on him. Buffalo's top choice in 1989 wasn't until the third round 
when WR Don Beebe, who this past offseason signed with Carolina as a free agent, 
was selected and he looked to his alma mater for the Bills number one choice in 
1991, a CB converted to safety named Henry Jones, who made the trip to the 1993 
Pro Bowl in his first season as a starter. It also took John Fina only one season 
before he became a starter at LT and has played extremely well. In 1993, Butler 
and his stafff looked to the ACC to select an extremely gifted athlete in North 
Carolina's CB Thomas Smith, another top draft choice who became a starter in 
only his second season. CB Jeff Burris, out of Notre Dame, was Buffalo's top pick 
in 1994 and set a new Bills’ record for most punt return yardage in a season while 
earning the starting corner slot for this upcoming year. 

However, for all of the success of the Bills top choices since 1988, Butler and 
his scouting staff may be best known for finding outstanding talent at school’s 
rarely listed in scouting directories. Players such as LB Monty Brown from Ferris 
State and S Kurt Schulz from Eastern Washington are just a few of the examples 
of Bills who have made an impact coming from small schools. Under Butler's 
direction, the Bills scouting staff is also noted for combing the countryside and 
finding quality late-round draft picks. A real compliment to their success is the fact 
that other teams have looked to the Bills when signing unrestricted and restricted 
free agents. Former Bills such as LB Carlton Bailey, T Howard Ballard and LB 
Marvcus Patton entered the NFL as late-round choices by the Buffalo. 

PROFESSIONAL EXPERIENCE: Having joined the Bills in May of 1987 as the 
Director of College Scouting, Butler was elevated to the position of Director of 
Player Personnel in June of 1989, overseeing the entire Buffalo scouting opera- 
tion...Butler entered the NFL in 1985 and served for two seasons as a staff scout 
for the San Diego Chargers (1985-86)...prior to his stint with San Diego, he was 
a member of the United State Football League's Chicago Blitz staff and served in a 
number of capacities, including Director of Pro Scouting (3 years)...he also 
coached the tight ends and offensive line at various times...he served under head 
coaches George Allen and Marv Levy during his tenure with the Blitz. In fact, Butler 
has the unique distinction of serving with three head coaches who have each post- 
ed over 100 NFL career victories in Allen, Levy and Don Coryell. 

COACHING EXPERIENCE: Butler coached collegiately for 3 seasons at the 
University of Evansville (IN),1979-81, under Randy Rodgers. 

COLLEGE/PERSONAL: John Robert Butler was born in Chicago, Illinois and 
graduated from Urbana (IL) High School...entered the Marine Corps for four years 
and served 14 months in Vietnam where he saw combat duty and rose to the rank 
of sergeant. . following his stint in the Marines, he enrolled at San Bernadino (CA) 
Junior College and played football for two seasons before transferring to the 
University of Illinois where he played one year before a knee injury cut short his 
career...he holds a degree in parks and recreation from Iilinois...John and his

BILLS: As the Director of Administration/Ticket Sales, Jerry Foran has worked 
diligently to maintain the Bills top-notch status off the field as well as on. 

Overseeing various front office activities for the Bills, Foran spearheaded a 
restructure of the front office staff to include such additions as Bill Bambach, Jerry 
Butler, Jeff Hall and John Livsey in 1993. He has also played an intergral part in 
the expansion of the offices at the One Bills Drive complex and in the major con- 
struction rennovations to the stadium in 1994. 

In addition to his administrative duties, Foran has been one of the main catalysts 
in the Bills leading the NFL in stadium attendance for six of the past seven sea- 
sons. 

Foran brings a wealth of front office knowledge and expertise to his role as 
Director of Administration, having served as the team's Director of Marketing and 
Sales since joining the Bills staff in 1986. During those years his responsibilities 
included supervision of the ticket department, novelty sales and the operation of 
the marketing department. He was responsible for implementing the award-win- 
ning, “Bills Make Me Wanna Shout” marketing campaign with Marine Midland 
Bank, which became the battle cry for millions of Bills fans across the nation dur- 
ing the past four Super Bowl seasons. He was also responsible for developing the 
“Select-A-Seat” program, which enables fans to enter Rich Stadium sometime in 
late spring and actually sit in the open season ticket seat (s) they would like to pur- 
chase for the upcoming season.

BILLS: Marv Levy enters the 1995 campaign on the verge of eclipsing a Bills’ 
milestone for games won under a head coach’s tenure. Always quick to see that 
his players are first to receive the applause and adulation, the Bills' winningest 
coach needs just four wins to hit the 100-victory mark with his current Buffalo 
record standing at 96-54-0. 

Levy set a new standard for NFL head coaches when he directed his team to a 
fourth consecutive Super Bowl following the 1993 season. For his efforts, UPI 
named him the AFC Coach of the Year. The Bills first reached the pinnacle of the 
National Football League in 1990 with their representation of the American Football 
Conference in the Silver Anniversary Super Bowl XXV. Buffalo then made a return 
trip in 1991 at Super Bow! XXVI. In all, the Bills mentor guided his squad to four 
consecutive AFC East crowns (1988-91) and four consecutive AFC Championships 
(1990-93). 

Prior to the historic four Super Bowl trips, Buffalo's playoff progression started 
with postseason action in 1988 and continued in 1989. After winning their first 
four games in 1988, the Bills drove on to a 12-4 regular season record. Levy 
brought the excitement back to Buffalo football and the fans showed their appre- 
ciation in ‘88 by setting a new NFL in-stadium season attendance record of 
622,793, which they then broke again in 1991 with a new standard of 635,889. 
Another record was set when the Bills clinched the AFC East title earlier in the sea- 
son than any team in history, defeating the New York Jets in overtime, 9-6, in Week 
12. With Buffalo gaining ever-increasing national attention, Levy kept his team 
poised in the first playoff game ever played at Rich Stadium and defeated the 
Houston Oilers, 17-10, Even though the Bills’ magnificient season was stopped 
just short of the Super Bowl the following week at Cincinnati, Levy had established 
Buffalo as one of the premier clubs in the NFL. These accomplishments earned 
Levy and his staff the right to coach the AFC squad (which included seven players 
from the Bills) in the AFC-NFC Pro Bow! in Honolulu in January of ‘89. 

Beginning his first full season with the team in 1987, the highly-organized Levy 
led the Bills to a 7-8 record and a position in the battle for the AFC East title up 
until the next-to-last week of the season. Despite missing the playoffs, Buffalo 
earned renewed respect in the National Football League and served notice that the 
Bills were back in the playoff picture. 

Levy guided the Bills to a pair of wins over the Miami Dolphins for the first time 
since 1966 and also directed the club to a 21-14 victory over the Denver Broncos, 
who later went on to earn a berth in Super Bowl XXII. 

Marv Levy enters his eighth full season as head coach of the Buffalo Bills and 
his ninth with the club. He took over with seven games remaining in 1986 and is 
serving as the 10th head coach in the 35-year history of the Bills. 

Although Levy's 1986 club finished with a 2-5 record over the final seven games, 
the seeds of success were planted and the team improved in many areas, includ- 
ing the defense against the run, special teams play, and the all-important confi- 
dence factor. The Bills were competitive in all seven games with the greatest mar- 
gin of defeat being only 10 points. 

PROFESSIONAL HEAD COACHING EXPERIENCE: When he was chosen to direct 
Buffalo's football fortunes on 11/3/86, Levy was serving as the Director of Football 
Operations for the Montreal Alouettes of the Canadian Football League. He brought 
a total of more than 30 years in the coaching profession to the Buffalo post. 

When he joined the Bills in 1986, Levy was quite familiar with the club, having 
served as part of the Bills’ preseason television crew for several years. 

He served as the color commentator (1983-86) and also did some work with 
NBC, ESPN and the University of California's football radio team (1985-86). 

Levy coached for one season (1984) in the United States Football League with 
the Chicago Blitz , taking over a team that had changed considerably from its pre- 
vious season. The team’s ownership had changed, and only four players from the 
previous season remained when he took over. Despite all these problems, the Blitz 
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LEVY, continued 


was a competitive club and posted a 5-13 record before the team’s demise due to 
financial problems in 1985. 

Before his venture into the USFL, Levy was an NFL head coach with the Kansas 
City Chiefs (1977-82). When he joined the Chiefs, the former Super Bowl champi- 
ons were coming off a disastrous 2-12 season. But with Levy at the helm, 
improvement started immediately. In his first season, the Chiefs improved to 4-12 
and continued to get better each year. His 1979 club was 7-9 and the following 
season, Levy's squad was 9-7. Only a late San Diego field goal in the final 13 sec- 
onds of a game in 1981 kept the Chiefs from winning the AFC West title and 
advancing to the playoffs. Levy departed Kansas City after the strike-shortened 
1982 season to start working in broadcasting and did so for nearly two years. 

The Canadian Football League also benefited from Levy's expertise when he 
became head coach of the Montreal Alouettes (1973-1977). In his five seasons in 
the CFL, Levy led the Alouettes to a 50-34-4 record and his teams were playoff 
contenders in all five seasons. In his second year, Montreal captured the CFL Grey 
Cup title with a 20-7 win over Edmonton in Vancouver. Three years later, the 
Alouettes repeated the trick, turning back Edmonton once again, 41-6, at 
Montreal’s Olympic Stadium. 

PROFESSIONAL ASSISTANT COACHING EXPERIENCE: Levy began his pro 
coaching career as kicking teams coach of the Philadelphia Eagles under Jerry 
Williams in 1969. He joined Coach George Allen's staff as special teams coach for 
the Los Angeles Rams in 1970 and followed him to the Washington Redskins as 
his special teams coach (1971-72) and was instrumental in Washington's advance 
to Super Bow!

(Cedar Rapids, 1A) and stayed at his alma mater for three seasons (1953-55). 

COLLEGE/PERSONAL: Marvin Daniel Levy was a standout running back in foot- 
ball and a sprinter on the track team at Coe College, and was a Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate from the institution (1950). He earned a master’s degree in English 
History from Harvard University (1951). As a native of Chicago, he graduated from 
Chicago's South Shore High School (1943) and lives in Hamburg, NY with his 
wife, Mary Frances (Fran). Their daughter, Kimberly, is an attorney who lives and 
works in Chicago.

English literature and historical novels. He has been an avid Chicago Cubs fan 
since childhood and is also a boxing fan, particularly the career of Joe Louis. In 
his free time, Levy serves as a volunteer spokesman for Literacy Volunteers and 
United Way Services and visits hospitalized veterans several times a year.

the second longest pass play (83 yards) of his career at Miami (12/4)...became the 18th 
QB in NFL history to throw for 200 TDs when he did so in the Minnesota game 
(12/11)...the game proved to be costly when he suffered a knee injury late in the con- 
test and was placed on IR for the remainder of the season...underwent arthroscopic 
knee surgery in late December for the first time. 

1993: His 3,382 passing yards in ‘93 made him the 7th OB in NFL history to throw for 
over 3,000 yards in 6 seasons...his 18 TDs was well below his seasonal average, but 
was 3rd best among AFC QBs...went over the 25,000-yard mark for career passing 
(only the 34th NFL QB to do so) vs. Indy (11/21)...became the 30th NFL QB to record 
2,000 career completions at K. City (11/28)...added to most of his club postseason 
records. ..fell 1 completion short in the championship game (1/23) of matching his team 
record of 28 completions in a single playoff game...surpassed the 3,000-yard career 
playoff passing mark when he threw for 160 yards. vs. the Chiefs (1/23). 

1992: Was selected to his 4th Pro Bowl, though he did not play due to a knee 
injury...was named AFC Player of the Week for performances at the 49ers and at New 
England...was also named the AFC Player of the Month for September...named AFC OB 
of the Year by the Washington TD Club...also named to the AP All-Pro second 
team...became only the 2nd Bills QB to pass for more than 20,000 yards...his 403 
passing yards (at San Fran.) was his first regular season game to move over the 400- 
yard mark and the 2nd in club history...threw for 302 yards at the Raiders (10/11) to 
become the first Bill to pass for 300 yards in 3 consecutive games. ..was 26 of 33 pass- 
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ing atts. vs. Pitts. (11/8), marking the most accurate day (78.8%) ever by a Buffalo QB 
(min. 20 atts.)...sprained his right knee in the 2nd quarter of the season finale at 
Houston and missed the Houston (1/3) and Pitts. (1/9) playoff games.. returned for the 
championship game at Miami (1/17) and again sprained his right knee in the 2nd quar- 
ter of S.B.XXVII. 

1991: Accumulated such honors as a selection on the All-Pro teams named by AP, 
PFWA, The Sporting News, NEA and Sports Illustrated's Dr. Z...was also named to Pro 
Football Weekly's All-NFL team, Ford All-Madden team, UPI All-AFC squad, Pro Football 
Weekly All-AFC unit, Football News AFC All-Pro team and College and Pro Football 
Weekly All-Pro second team...was selected by the NFL as the AFC Offensive Player of 
the Month for September and Player of the Week for Weeks 2 (vs. Pittsburgh) and 15 
(at the Raiders)...was selected for his third Pro Bowl...once again directed the Buffalo 
offense to its number one NFL ranking. ..was the number one ranked AFC OB with a rat- 
ing of 97.6 and the NFL in TD passes with 33...set new Bills individual single-season 
records for completions (474), completion percentage (64.13), yards passing (3,844), 
TD passes (33) and 300-yard games (6)...also set 4 career single game highs for yards 
passing (392 vs. Cincinnati), most attempts (52 at the Raiders), most completions (33 
at the Raiders) and most TDs (6 vs. Pittsburgh)...broke Joe Ferguson's 1979 team 
record of four 300-yard passing games in a season with his fifth vs. Cincinnati (10/21). 

1990: Climbed into the status of the NFL's elite QBs with a season full of accolades 
and milestones...was chosen as the Washington Touchdown Club's NFL Player-of-the- 
Year, the National Quarterback Club’s Professional Quarterback-of-the-Year and the win- 
ner of the 1990 John Mackey Award as the top rated quarterback (101.2) of the year in 
addition to being selected to the UPI All-AFC 2nd team and Sl's Dr. Z’s All-Pro 
team...made his second trip (first was in ‘87, but did not play) to the Pro Bowl a mem- 
orable one by being voted the game's MVP...posted a 101.3 QB rating for the season 
(highest in the NFL in ‘90) and became only the fifth QB to maintain a rating over 100 
since the 1973 ratings format was implemented (Stabler-103.7 in ‘76, Jones-102.6 in 
‘76, Marino-108.9 in ‘84 and Montana-102.9 in ‘84, 102.1 in ‘87 and 112.4 in 
‘89)...moved into second place ahead of Jack Kemp on Bills’ all-time career passing 
completions and yardage lists...gave the Bills a 14-10 halftime lead against the Giants 
(12/15) before he was forced to leave the game just prior to the intermission with par- 
tial tears in both the medial collateral ligament and the cartilage behind the knee...missed 
the final 2 regular season games (Miami and Washington), but proved his toughness by 
returning to the starting lineup in the Bills first playoff game (vs. Miami) and led Buffalo 
to 2 very impressive playoff victories en route to Super Bowl XXV...became the fran- 
chise’s all-time leading postseason QB along the way by setting new standards in every 
passing category, except longest completion...eclipsed the AFC title game completion 
percentage record of 70.8 (17 of 24), held, ironically, by Jim Plunkett of the Raiders 
against Seattle in ‘83, by completing 73.9% of his passes (17 of 23) against the Silver 
and Black (1/20/91). 

1989: Highlighted the season with one of the most dramatic comebacks in Bills’ his- 
tory by diving into the end zone for the winning TD on the final play of the season open- 
er at Miami to give Buffalo a 27-24 victory...was rated third in the AFC (6th in NFL) in 
passing with an 86.2 mark (behind Cincinnati’s Esiason and Houston's Moon)...threw 5 
TD passes in Houston game to tie a Bills’ record and tie Esiason for most in one game 
in the AFC in '89..was named AFC Player-of-the-Week in Weeks 1 and 3, marking the 
second time in his NFL career that he was recognized with the honor twice in 1 sea- 
son...was also selected as the AFC Player-of-the-Month for September...suffered a sep- 
arated left shoulder in Week 5 at Indianapolis when Colts’ DE Jon Hand landed on him 
as he threw a TD pass...missed the next 3 games (Rams’ game was the first NFL game 
of his career that he did not play in) before returning in the Atlanta game to record his 
best completion percentage (77.3) of his career...had most yards per attempt in AFC with 
8.01...his 25-yard pass to Ronnie Harmon in Jets game (12/23) was 500th TD pass in 
club history...broke several Bills’ playoff records at Cleveland...his 4 TD passes against 
the Browns tied him with 10 others for the NFL playoff record and set a new Bills’ 
mark...the 72-yard TD strike to Andre Reed was the second longest in Bills’ history...his 
405 yards passing was the most for a single game in his career (also a Bills’ playoff 
record)...28 completions vs. Cleveland set a club playoff record. 

1988: His 269 completions during the regular season ranked third best in club histo- 
ry...fallied Buffalo from a 17-0 deficit in first half to a 34-23 win over the Colts in Week 
6 with a 315-yard and 3 TD effort...suffered a right shoulder injury late in the season that 
caused him to miss the Pro Bowl, but was selected as an altemate. 

1987: Was selected to play in his first Pro Bowl...twice named the AFC Offensive 
Player-of-the-Week (Week 2 vs. Houston, Week 7 @ Miami)...had a streak of 141 pass- 
es without an INT late in the year before New England's Fred Marion ended it with a theft 
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in the 4th quarter at Buffalo in December...also had TD passes in 18 straight Bills games 
before that ended against the Patriots. 

1986: Completed a Bills’ record 285 passes (breaking Joe Ferguson's mark of 281 in 
1983) in 480 attempts...missed most of the club’s training camp after signing in mid- 
August...played in just 1 preseason game vs. Bears before making initial NFL start 
against Jets in opener...his 3,593 yds. was second best in Buffalo history...had a string 
of 104 passes without an INT. 

1984-85: Record-setting member of the Houston Gamblers...completed 713 of 1,154 
passes (63.3%) for 9,842 yds....tossed 83 TD's with 45 INT's...also rushed 113 times for 
663 yards and 6 TD's...was sacked 110 times for 697 yds. lost...had 16 300-yard games 
and went over 400 yards 3 times...his best effort was against the LA Express in the ‘85 
season opener when he was 35 of 54 for 574 yards and 5 TD’s...the Gamblers were 22- 
10 in games Kelly started in the regular season and he failed to throw at least 1 TD pass 
in just 1 game...was the USFL’s MVP in ‘84 when he set a record 5,219 passing yards 
and 44 TD's...twice named All-USFL. 

COLLEGE/PERSONAL: Full name—James Edward Kelly...a standout at the University 
of Miami where he helped lead a resurgence in Hurricane football fortunes...helped the 
‘Canes to a Peach Bowl berth in 1980 and finished his career with 406 completions in 
646 attempts (62.8%) for 5,233 yards...had 32 TD's...set several school records that 
were later broken by 2 of his UM teammates—Bernie Kosar and Vinny 
Testaverde...missed much of his senior year with a shoulder separation which he suf- 
fered vs. Virginia Tech in the third week of the season...was a Heisman Trophy candidate 
that year after a superb junior year in which he completed 168 of 286 passes for 2,403 
yards and 14 TD's in leading UM to a 9-2 record...was the 10th rated passer in the NCAA 
as a junior and was chosen as the ABC-TV/Chevrolet Offensive Player-of-the-Game 3 
times that season...one of those times came in Miami's 17-14 victory over Penn State, 
which ranked the ‘Canes first in the country...played for coach Howard Schnellenberger, 
but was recruited to the school by former Bills’ head coach Lou Saban...Earl Morrall was 
one of the QB coaches during part of his Miami career...was inducted into the University 
of Miami Hall of Fame in 1992...was a prep standout at East Brady (PA) HS where he 
won all-state honors after passing for 3,915 yards and 44 TD's in his career...played in 
the Big 33 game following his senior year...also starred on defense and was heavily 
recruited as a LB by Penn St. Coach Joe Paterno...helped East Brady to the basketball 
state semifinals as a senior and averaged 23 points and 20 rebounds...scored over 1,000 
pts. in his career and had 6 30-point games...is a former national semifinalist in the Punt, 
Pass and Kick competition (10-year old)...holds a degree in business management...one 
of his brothers, Pat, played with the Colts, Lions and Birmingham in the WFL while 3 
other brothers also played collegiately...has a radio show locally and is also the host of 
the “Jim Kelly” television show...has made appearances on the David Letterman Show, 
Oprah Winfrey Show, Arsenio Hall Show, The Tonight Show with Jay Leno and General 
Hospital in the past...was honored as the Leukemia Society Man of the Year in 
1991...started his own celebrity golf tournament in the Buffalo area in 1987 to benefit 
local charities and raised close to $1,000,000 at the event...his Jim Kelly End Zone Club 
was also founded in 1987 to benefit local charities...served as the Bills’ spokesman in 
the 1989 United Way television spot...his “Kelly for Kids Foundation” has raised more 
than $1,000,000 for Western New York charities since 1986...the proceeds from his 
“Kelly's Heroes” poster went to Western New York United Against Drugs and Alcohol 
Abuse...released his autobiography Armed and Dangerous in 1992...was the 1993 
Muscular Dystrophy Association Humanitarian Award winner...was a finalist for the 
1994 True Value Hardware “NFL Man of the Year” Award...he and his fiancee, Jill, have 
one daughter, Erin Marie ida

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BUFFALO BILLS WALL OF FAME 

The Buffalo Bills’ Wall of Fame was inaugurated in 1980 to honor former players 
and administrators who have played significant roles in Bills history. Six former 
players have been inducted into the Wall of Fame. Running back O.J. Simpson 
(1969-77) was honored in 1980, quarterback Jack Kemp (1962-69) was inducted in 
1984, defensive tackle Tom Sestak (1962-68) was selected in 1987, guard Billy Shaw 
(1961-69) was inducted in 1988, linebacker Mike Stratton (1962-72) was honored 
in 1994 and quarterback Joe Ferguson (1973-84) will have a special ceremony dur- 
ing the 1995 season to honor his name. 

In 1985, former vice-president Patrick J. McGroder (1962-85) became the first 
non-player to have his name inscribed on the Wall. Bills’ president and owner Ralph 
C. Wilson (1960-present) was selected for induction in 1989 as part of the club's cel- 
ebration of thirty consecutive years in professional football. For their years of unend- 
ing loyalty to the team, the fans were honored in 1992 as “the 12th Man.” 

To be eligible for induction into the Wall of Fame, a player must have played for 
the Buffalo Bills at least three years and be retired from professional football. 
Administrators who have contributed their services to the Bills organization for an 
extensive period of time are also eligible. 

The Wall of Fame is on the upper deck facade of Rich Stadium on both sides of 
the field. Paintings of each inductee are displayed in the lobby of the club's adminis- 
tration building.

Jack Kemp - quarterback, 1962-69...jersey number 15...born July 13, 
1935...graduated from Occidental College (1957)...inducted November 18, 
4984...full name: John French Kemp...current occupation: Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development in President George Bush's administrative cabinet.

Orenthal James Simpson...inducted into Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1985, only Bills’ 
player to receive that honor to date...resides in Los Angeles, Ca...actor, television 
sportscaster and businessman in L.A. area.

1994 GAME SUMMARIES 


NY JETS 23, BILLS 3 
September 4, 1994 — Rich Stadium — (79,460) 


The Bills’ season-opening six-game winning streak came to an end as the Jets scored 23 unan- 
swered points enroute to the victory. This game marked the first time Buffalo hadn't scored a 
touchdown at Rich Stadium since Nov. 28, 1988, when they clinched the AFC East crown with a 9- 
6 victory over the Jets. It was also their lowest point total since being shut out 23-0 by Pittsburgh 
on Monday night back in November of 1993. Buffalo got on the board first with a 27-yard FG by 
Steve Christie, culminating an 11-play, 65 yard drive which ate up over five minutes of the clock in 
the first quarter. New York came back with a 15-play, 70-yard drive highlighted by a 4th-and-Goal 
TD run by RB Richie Anderson. Johnny Johnson would score New York's other TD with K Nick 
Lowery adding three field goals to close out the scoring for the game. The Jets outgained the Bills, 
330 to 216 and held the ball for over 37 minutes. New York allowed Buffalo to rush for only 41 
yards. RB Thurman Thomas rushed for five yards on seven carries, the third lowest total of his 
seven-year career. WR Andre Reed went over the 8,300 yard mark in career receiving yards. OB 
Jim Kelly completed 20 of 36 passes for 179 yards with two interceptions. He was also sacked 
three times for 22 yards.

September 11, 1994 - Foxboro Stadium — (60,274) 


K Steve Christie kicked his sixth career game-winning FG with 52 seconds left, giving the Bills a 38- 
35 yay over the New England Patriots. Buffalo took the opening drive 80 yards for an early 7-0 
lead as QB Jim Kelly hooked up with WR Andre Reed for the 51st time, currently the most for an active 
QB to WR combination in the NFL. The Bills went up 14-0 later in the first quarter on a four-yard 
touchdown pass from Kelly to RB Thurman Thomas. That capped an 11-play, 89-yard drive that took 
3:37 off the clock. New England got on the board with seven seconds left in the first quarter when OB 
Drew Bledsoe threw his first of three TD passes to TE Ben Coates. In the second, Kelly threw his team- 
record 182nd career touchdown pass to WR Bill Brooks, giving the Bills a 21-7 lead. The 
Bledsoe/Coates combination hooked up again later in the second, cutting the Bills’ lead to 21-14, 
Buffalo ended the first half scoring when Kelly threw his fourth TD pass of the half to WR Don Beebe, 
giving Buffalo a 28-14 lead. It was the second time in his career that Kelly threw four touchdown pass- 
es ina half. New England scored three times in the second half, highlighted by two Marion Butts’ 
touchdowns. The Bills’ only touchdown in the second half came on a Mike Lodish tumble recovery in 
the end zone. CB Mickey sag and DE Bruce Smith combined on the sack of Bledsoe, forcing 
the fumble. That put the Bills up, 35-28. Butts scored his second touchdown at 4:22 of the final quar- 
ter, bringing the Patriots into a 35-35 tie. Buffalo would use up 3:30 of the clock before Christie's 
game-winning 32-yard kick. Reeds’ touchdown was the 60th of his career. Thomas became only the 
seventh player in NFL history to have 7,700 yards rushing and 3,000 yards receiving.

Christie would add 
two more field goals, a 42-yarder and a 48-yarder before the end of the half. He 
added two more field goals in the second half, a 29-yarder and a 48-yarder. Houston 
got on the board on a 22-yard touchdown pass from QB Bucky Richardson to Pat 
Coleman at 3:51 of the fourth quarter. The drive took just over one minute and cov- 
ered 39 yards. Buffalo totaled 298 yards in total offense compared to 256 for 
Houston. DE Bruce Smith was a terror on Richardson as he sacked the former Texas 
A&M quarterback four times to go along with 10 total tackles, three quarterback 
pressures and one forced fumble.

Broncos 27-20 before a national television audience on Monday Night Football. The Bills evened 
their Monday night record at 14-14 (500) and achieved their 250th win in franchise history. 
Buffalo opened the scoring at 4:28 of the first period when Steve Christie kicked the first of two 
field goals on the night. Denver came back in the second period, OB John Elway led the Broncos 
on a 10-play, 72-yard drive which culminated with an 11-yard touchdown pass to WR Anthony 
Miller. The Bills scored twice with under two minutes remaining in the half. Thurman Thomas 
scored on a 16-yard run at 1:54 of the second. Denver regained possession on the ensuing kick- 
off, but seven plays later, DE Bruce Smith sacked Elway and caused a fumble that was picked up 
by LB Cornelius Bennett. Thomas put the Bills ahead 17-7 with a 27-yard touchdown run, the 60th 
of his career (43 rushing, 17 passing). RB Carwell Gardner put the Bills up 24-7 in the third quar- 
ter with a three-yard run, capping a five-play, 25-yard drive. Denver would not die though. RB 
Leonard Russell ran in from two yards out to bring the Broncos within 10 at 24-14. Denver would 
get within 24-17 before Christie kicked a 28-yard field goal, making it 27-17. K Jason Elam would 
make it 27-20. The Broncos would get one last shot but Elway would throw an incomplete pass 
on fourth-and-two at the Bills four-yard line.

On the very next play, Thomas went up 
the middle and around the right end for the touchdown to give the Bills a 14-3 lead with 20 sec- 
onds left in the third quarter. After forcing a punt, the Bills put together a 13-play, 80-yard drive that 
ate up 7:28 of the clock and ended with a Kenneth Davis five-yard TD run. The Dolphins scored their 
only touchdown of the day at 4:05 of the fourth quarter when Dan Marino hit McDuffie for a three- 
yard TD pass, Miami was successful on the two-point conversion as Marino hit Keith Jackson, It 
was the first time since the two-point conversion rule was instituted prior to the 1994 season that 
the Bills have faced an attempt. Thomas ended the game with 125 yards on 31 carries, his fourth 
consecutive game over the century mark. He also became the 17th back in NFL history to go over 
the 8,000-yard mark in career rushing.

Buffalo had just 38 yards total 
offense in the 1st half as the Patriots broke to a 16-0 lead. The Bills’ only scoring threat was set up by 
a 62-yard KO return by Elbert Dubenion, but Buffalo couldn't move and a 39-yard FG attempt fell short. 
In the 2nd half, Buffalo scored 1st on a 93-yard pass play from Daryle Lamonica to Dubenion late in 
the 3rd quarter, but Boston answered with a 68-yard TD capped by a Parilli pass to Larry Garron that 
put the game out of reach.

On the Chargers’ 2nd possesion, the Bills’ Mike Stratton 
crashed into San Diego RB Keith Lincoln, putting the Chargers starter out of the game, and a sense of 
excitement rippled through the Buffalo stands. The rest of the game belonged to the Bills. Cookie 
Gilchrist's 122 rushing yards complimented the varied Bills’ passing attack as Buffalo scored 20 unan- 
swered points. A pair of Pete Gogolak FGs and a 4-yard run by Wray Carlton gave Buffalo a 13-7 half- 
time lead and Jack Kemp's 47-yard pass to Glenn Bass set up a Kemp sneak for a TD in the 3rd quar- 
ter that finished the scoring.

Dawson hit Otis Taylor with a 29-yard TD pass 
in the 2nd quarter to put the Chiefs on top, but Kemp moved Buffalo into scoring position near the 
end of the half. A Johnny Robinson INT and long return set up Mike Mercer's 32-yard FG with 3 
seconds left in the half and Kansas City had the momentum.

In a Wild Card game that lived up to its name, the Buffalo Bills stormed to a 24-0 lead but needed 
a last-second INT by Bill Simpson to preserve their 1st postseason victory since 1965. Charles 
Romes got the visitors off and winning by picking up Bruce Harper's fumble on the opening KO and 
returned it 26 yards for a TD. The play took 16 seconds and was the 2nd fastest score in NFL play- 
off history. TD passes of 50 and 26 yards to Frank Lewis, were sandwiched around a 29-yard Nick 
Mick-Mayer FG to put the Bills, up by 24-0. The Jets hung up 10 points before halftime and trailed 
24-13 after Pat Leahy’s 19-yard FG in the 3rd quarter. Joe Cribbs, staked the Bills to a 31-13 lead 
with his 45-yard scoring run 5 minutes deep into the final period. The Jets, however, refused to die. 
Richard Todd moved them 80 yards in 8 plays, hitting Bobby Jones with a 30-yard TD toss. After 
Buffalo failed to move on their next possession, Todd got the Jets within four with the aid of an 
interference call against Mario Clark that wiped out an apparent INT, in a 58-yard march that ended 
on a 1-yard plunge by Kevin Long. Buffalo could not generate a 1st down and turned the ball back 
to New York at the Jets’ 20 with 2:36 remaining. Todd passed the Jets downfield, reaching the 
Buffalo 11 with just 10 seconds to play. Simpson stepped in front of his 2nd-and-10 try for Derrick 
Gaffney in the end zone to intercept at the Buffalo one to seal the Jets’ doom.

Cincinnati jumped out to a 14-0 1st quarter lead, after cashing in on a long punt return and an INT, 
and defeated Buffalo 28-21, to secure the 1st postseason victory in the history of the Bengals’ fran- 
chise. The Bengals’ Mike Fuller returned a Greg Cater punt 27 yards to start Cincinnati's 1st pos- 
session at the Buffalo 42. Charles Alexander capped a 7-play drive with his 4-yard scoring run. After 
Ken Riley intercepted a Joe Ferguson pass, the Bengals marched 48 yards in 8 plays and took a 14- 
0 advantage on Pete Johnson's 1-yard run. Buffalo breathed new life before halftime, as Ferguson 
hit Jerry Butler with a 54-yard pass to draw within 14-7 on Joe Cribbs’ 1-yard run. Early in the 3rd 
quarter, the Bills evened the issue on a 44-yard scoring run by Cribbs, a play that would later prove 
costly as the Buffalo rushing leader injured a knee and played only one more down before retiring 
for the afternoon. The teams traded TDs, Cincinnati scoring on a 20-yard run by Alexander and 
Buffalo on a 21-yard pass from Ferguson to Butler, to make it 21-21 after 1 play of the 4th quarter. 
Bengal OB Ken Anderson put Cincinnati back in the driver's seat, 28-21, on a 16-yard scoring pass 
to Cris Collinsworth. Buffalo's last grasp reached the Bengal 20 late in the final stanza but a con- 
troversial delay-of-game penalty wiped out an apparent 3rd down conversion pass to Lou Piccone 
and Ferguson overthrew Roland Hooks in the end zone on 4th down.

OB Jim Kelly ran the no-huddle offense to a 13-3 first quarter lead in his first 
appearance since sufferring a knee injury against the Giants on 12/15/90. Kelly hit WR Andre Reed 
on a 40-yard strike before Miami answered with a 49-yard Pete Stoyanovich FG. The next two Butfato 
drives were capped off with FGs of 24 and 22 yards by K Scott Norwood. Buffalo and Miami then trad- 
ed TDs in the second quarter snowfall when the Bills started the see-saw with a 5-yard TD scamper 
by RB Thurman Thomas. On Miami's next possession, QB Dan Marino connected on a 64-yard TD 
aerial to WR Mark Duper. But Kelly answered with a 13-yard TD pass to WR James Lofton. Miami 
then got a break when P Reggie Roby recovered a fumble at the Bills 47 and 7 plays later, Marino 
bootlegged in from 2 yards. In a 3rd quarter Kickers’ dual, Stoyanovich split the uprights from 22 
yards out before Norwood drew claim to his 3rd FG of the day with a 28-yard shot. Miami drew to 
within a FG, 30-27, when Marino hit guard eligible Roy Foster with a 2-yard TD pass. But the Bills 
added 14 points to their 4th quarter lead when Thomas put the finishing touch on a 63-yard drive by 
strolling in from the 5. Buffalo wasted no time getting the ball back when LB Hal Garner forced a fum- 
ble on the ensuing KO return. Just 2 plays later, Reed grabbed a 23-yard Kelly pass for the Bills final 
tally. The Dolphins made the final score 44-34 with an 8-yard Marino-to-WR Tony Martin TD pass,

The Bills won their first AFC Championship with one of the most dominating performances ever 
displayed in a title game. Buffalo set the tone for the day by driving 75 yards after the opening KO 
and scored the initial TD when QB Jim Kelly picked up a bad shotgun snap and scrambled to find 
WR James Lofton for a 13-yard pass. After Raiders K Jeff Jaeger cut the lead to 7-3, the Buffalo 
onslaught began. RB Thurman Thomas ran for a 12-yard TD before LB Darryl Talley returned an 
INT 27 yards to extend the early lead to 21-3. The Bills’ no-huddle offense showcased its power by 
scoring 20 more points in the 2nd quarter on 2 TD runs by RB Kenneth Davis and an 8-yard TD 
pass from Kelly to Lofton. Buffalo posted an impressive 41-3 haltime advantage, establishing an 
NFL postseason record for most points in a first half. Davis added his 3rd TD in the 4th quarter, 
tying an NFL playoff record for the most TDs in a game, while K Scott Norwood hit a 39-yard FG 
to provide the final margin. Thomas rushed for a Bills playoff record 138 yards as Buffalo gained a 
total of 502 yards compared to L.A.’s 320.

NEW YORK GIANTS 20, BILLS 19 


January 27, 1991 — Tampa Stadium — (73,813) 


The Bills and Giants made the Silver Anniversary Super Bowl a historic one as the Giants narrow- 
ly edged the Bills, 20-19, in a battle later dubbed, “A Game for the Ages.” Buffalo loyalists watched 
their hopes of a world championship sail wide right as K Scott Norwood’s 47-yard FG attempt just 
missed its mark with only 4 seconds remaining. The Giants opened the evening's scoring on a 28- 
yard FG by K Matt Bahr before Buffalo answered with a 23-yarder by Norwood. The AFC 
Champions took their first lead of the game, 10-3, when RB Don Smith smashed in from the one. 
DE Bruce Smith then extended the lead by recording a rare Super Bowl safety when he sacked 
Giants’ QB Jeff Hostetler in the end zone. After holding the Buffalo offense 2 consecutive series, 
the Giants regained momentum on an 87-yard drive that ended with a 14-yard TD strike from 
Hostetler to WR Stephen Baker just before the half ended. After receiving the 2nd half KO, the NFC 
Champions utilized their ball contro! offense and kept the Bills defense on the field for over 9 min- 
utes on their way to a 76-yard scoring drive that culminated with RB Ottis Anderson bullying his 
way into the end zone from the one. New York took a 17-12 lead, but the NFL's number one scor- 
ing machine struck back quickly behind the running of Thurman Thomas, who broke a number of 
tackles en route to a 31-yard TD scamper. On the next possession, Giants’ K Matt Bahr split the 
uprights from 21 yards out with, what proved to be, the final score of the game. After the Bills 
defense forced the Giants to punt one last time, QB Jim Kelly and the offense started the final drive 
on their own 10-yard line with 2:16 left on the clock. Eight plays, 61 yards and 2:08 later, the Bills 
FG unit became the focus of attention for football fans around the worid.

Denver then 
took control of the ball and marched 85 yards in 8 plays for a score, a 3-yard OB draw by Gary 
Kubiak. The Denver back-up quarterback took over after Elway left the game in the third quarter with 
a thigh bruise. The Broncos then recovered the ensuing onside kick, but on the next play from 
scrimmage, CB Kirby Jackson stripped RB Steve Sewell of the ball and scooped it up to halt the 
Denver comeback. On the day, Denver K David Treadwell missed three FGs, a 47-yarder wide left 
and two attempts, 42 and 37, both which hit the right upright.

After the teams each traded punts twice, the Bills finally got on the board midway through the first 
quarter with Thomas’ 12-yard TD up the middle. Chiefs QB Joe Montana then led the Chiefs on a 
10-play. 51-yard drive all the way to the Buffalo 13. The Chiefs, however, had to settle for a 31-yard 
FG. The Chiefs added a second 31-yard FG less than two minutes later after Bills KR Russell 
Copeland fumbled the ensuing kickoff, Thomas’ second TD and two K Steve Christie FGs helped 
stake the Bills to a 20-6 halftime lead.

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BUFFALO BILLS RADIO NETWORK 


Buffalo Bills football will once again be heard on WBEN (930 AM) and 
its network of 20 stations. WBEN was the flagship station in 1994 after 
having previously served in that capacity from 1979-1989. Veteran 
broadcaster Van Miller will handle the play-by-play duties with color com- 
mentary from John Murphy. Dave May will serve as the station's pro- 
ducer and engineer. 

Miller will be in his 29th season as the team’s play-by-play announcer. 
The Dunkirk native is also the Sports Director at WIVB-TV (Ch. 4) in 
Buffalo. Miller broadcast the Bills’ first game in 1960 and called the action 
until 1971. He returned to the broadcast booth after an eight-year hiatus 
and has been the “voice of the Bills” from 1979 to the present. In addi- 
tion to working with the Bills, Miller was also the voice of the NBA Buffalo 
Braves, the Buffalo Stallions of the MISL and he also did a stint as the 
play-by-play man for Niagara University basketball. 

Rejoining Miller for his ninth season is John Murphy, who served as the 
Bills’ color analyst from 1983-89. In addition to his post in the radio 
booth, Murphy, similar to Miller, originates in television, where he serves 
as the Sports Director for WKBW-TV. As a graduate of Syracuse 
University, Murphy formally served as the Sports Director at WBEN Radio. 
The show he hosted, “One-on-One Sports,” won an award from the New 
York State Associated Press for best sports coverage in 1987. 

Twenty-one stations (as of June 1) will air Buffalo Bills games beginning 
with the preseason opener at Dallas.

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BUFFALO BILLS SUMMER HOME 


The State University of New York College at Fredonia will once again serve 
as the Buffalo Bills summer home in 1995. As a matter of fact, Fredonia will 
serve as the Bills summer home through 1997 as Bills officials signed a new 
four-year contract in June of ‘94, guaranteeing the school that the pro foot- 
ball franchise of Western New York would conduct its summer training camp 
at the campus location. 


The 245-acre campus of Fredonia State College has been the location of the 
Bills training camp since 1981. Located in the heart of northern Chautauqua 
County, halfway between Buffalo and Erie, PA., the college has been cited as 
one of “America’s Best Colleges” in a special edition by U.S. News and World 
Report. 


While holding summer camp, the Bills’ staff and players utilize many of the 
college’s fine facilities. Team members, the coaching staff and management 
live and meet in three of the college's 13 dormitories. The college's food ser- 
vices staff provides meals for players and personnel in its Erie Dining Center. 


In addition to the college's well-groomed playing fields, the Bills utilize 
physical education facilities including Dods Hall and Steele Hall, the latter a 
new fieldhouse containing an indoor track and ice skating rink. 


Media Visiting Training Camp 


Accredited members of the media are encouraged to visit the Bills training 
camp site as an excellent opportunity to interview players and coaches about 
the upcoming season and various topics related to the Buffalo Bills. To 
acquire an on-field credential for practice, proceed to the Bills Public 
Relations office in Grissom Hall, located on campus near the athletic facility. 
Present accredidation, verifying that you are a media member, and you will 
be issued an on-field credential. The credential is good for the media mem- 
ber’s use only. Family members and friends accompanying media members 
will have to watch practice from outside the fenced off area. It is highly rec- 
ommended that all members of the media notify the Bills Public Relations 
Office prior to his/her visit to training camp so that the on-field credential will 
be available upon arrival. 


Driving Directions to Fredonia 
From Buffalo 


If you are driving to the Bills training camp from Buffalo or the airport, take 
the I-90 heading west (to Erie, PA). Exit the I-90 at the Fredonia exit (#59). 
After you have paid the toll (approximately $1.20) proceed through the toll 
booth and travel on the same road through two traffic lights. At the third light 
you must go either left or right (there is a small shopping center on your left). 
Take a left at the light. At the next traffic light, take a right. This is the school’s 
entrance. At your first stop sign (about 1 block), take another right. This 
road winds around and you will see the practice fields on your left. Park in 
the second parking lot on your left, the one closest to the athletic facility. 
Grissom Hall is across the street on which you just drove in.

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100/100 
100 YARDS RUSHING AND RECEIVING 

In the opening game of the 1991 season, RB Thurman Thomas became 
the first player in Buffalo Bills history to record 100 yards rushing and 
receiving in the same game. Prior to Thomas’ 1991 season, only three play- 
ers in Buffalo Bills’ history have recorded both a 100-yard rushing game 
and a 100-yard receiving game in the same regular season. 

0.J. Simpson did it in 1975 when he ran for 100 yards eight times and 
caught for over 100 yards once. Joe Cribbs and Roland Hooks each accom- 
plished the feat in 1981 when Cribbs toppled 100 yards three times and 
passed the 100 yard receiving barrier once while Hooks rushed and 
received for over 100 yards a single time. 

Additionally, Bobby Burnett rushed for 100 yards in a game in 1966 and 
totaled over 100 yards receiving in a post-season contest that same year. 
Thurman Thomas duplicated this feat in 1989 with five 100-yard rushing 
games in the regular season and a 100-plus receiving game in post-season. 

TWO 100-YARD RUSHERS

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MEDICAL GLOSSARY 


A.C. Joint - Acromioclavicular joint; joint of the shoulder where acromion 
process (of the scapula) and the distal end of the clavicle meet; most 
shoulder separations occur at this point. 


Aerobic - Exercise in which energy needed is supplied by oxygen 
inspired and is required for sustained periods of vigorous exercise with a 
continually high pulse rate. 


ee Steroids - Testosterone that stimulates growth in the body as a 
whole. 


Anaerobic - Exercise without use of oxygen as an energy source; short 
bursts of vigorous exercises. 


Anterior Cruciate Ligament (ACL) - Ligament of knee attaching to ante- 
rior tib alplateau and posterior medical aspect of femoral condyle. It 
provides stability in keeping the lower leg from coming forward. 


Anterior Talofibular Ligament - A ligament of the ankle that connects 
the fibula (lateral ankle bone) to the talus. This ligament is oft times 
subject to sprain. 


Anti-Inflammatory - Any agent which prevents inflammation, such as 
aspirin or ibuprofen. 


Arthragram - X-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye injected into 
affected area (to show torn cartilage or rotator cuff tears). 


Arthroscopy - Examination of the internal structures of a joint by means 
of a surgical viewing apparatus inserted into the joint. 


Atrophy - To shrivel or shrink from disuse, as in muscular atrophy. 


Brachial Plexus - Network of nerves originating from the cervical 
vertebrae and running down to the shoulder, arm, hand, and fingers. 


Burner - Common term for brachial plexus trauma in the neck. Usually 
results in burning or tingling sensation into the shoulder or arm when 
the neck is forced beyond the normal range of motion. 


Bursa - A fluid-filled sac that is located in areas where friction is likely to 
occur, then minimizes the friction; for example between a tendon and 
bone. 


Cartilage - Smooth, slippery substance preventing two ends of bones 
from rubbing together and grating. 


Charley-Horse - A bruise to the quadriceps resulting from a direct blow 
to the front of the thigh, characterized by intramuscular bleeding. 


Glycogen - Form in which foods are stored in the body as energy. 


Grade One Injury - A mild injury in which ligament, tendon, or other 
musculoskeletal tissue may have been stretched or contused, but not 
torn or otherwise disrupted. 


Grade Two Injury - A moderate injury when musculoskeletal tissue has 
been partially, but not totally, torn which causes appreciable limitation in 
function of the injured tissue. 


Grade Three Injury - A severe injury in which tissue has been signifi- 
cantly, and in some cases totally, torn or otherwise disrupted causing a 
virtual total loss of function. 


Heat Exhaustion - Mild form of shock due to dehydration because of 
excessive sweating when exposed to heat and humidity. 
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MEDICAL GLOSSARY, continued 


Lateral Collateral Ligament (LCL) - Ligament of knee attaching lateral 
femoral condyle and to fibula head. It provides lateral stability to the 
knee. 


Lumber Vertebrae - Five vertebrae of the lower back that articulate with 
the sacrum to form the lumbosacral joint. 


Medical Collateral Ligament (MCL) - Ligament of knee along the med- 
ical aspect that connects the femur to the tibia. It provides stability to 
the medial aspect of the joint. 


Magnetic Resonance Imaging (MRI) - Imaging procedure in which a 
radio frequency pulse causes certain electrical elements of the injured 
tissue to react to this pulse and through this process a computer display 
and permanent film establish a visual image. MRI does not require radia- 
tion and is very useful in the diagnosis of soft tissue, disc, and meniscus 
injuries. 


Meniscus - Crescent shaped cartilage usually pertaining to the knee 
joint. 

Neuritis - Inflammation of a nerve. 

Patella - The knee cap. 

Posterior Cruciate Ligament (PCL) - Ligament of the knee attaching to 
posterior tibial plateau and anterior lateral aspect of the femoral condyle. 
It provides stability in keeping the lower leg from going backward. 
Rotator Cuff - Comprised of four muscles in the shoulder area; 
supraspinatus, infraspinatus, teres minor, and subscapularis. Often irri- 
tated by overuse. 


Spasm (Theory) - Muscle soreness induced by exercise; is the result of 
reduced muscle blood flow, which results in pain. 


Sprain - A joint injury. A violent twisting, stretching, pulling or tearing of 
a ligament. 


Strain - A muscle injury. The pulling or twisting of a muscle or tendon. 
Stress Fracture - A hairline type of break in bone caused by overuse. 


Subluxation - Partial dislocation of a joint. Term usually implies that the 
joint can return to normal position without formal reduction. 


Target Heart Rate - A pre-determined pulse to be obtained during exer- 
cise when circulation is working at full efficient capacities. 


Tendinitis - Inflammation of the tendon and/or tendon sheath, caused by 
chronic overuse or sudden injury. 


Tendon - Fibrous tissue that connects muscles to other structures. 


Traverse Process - Small lateral projection off the right side and left side 
of each vertebrae that functions as an attachment site for muscles and 
ligaments of the spine. 


Ultrasound - An electrical modality that transmits a sound wave through 
an applicator into the skin to the soft tissue in order to heat the local 
area for relaxing the injured tissue and/or disperse edema. 


“Wind Knocked Out” - Syndrome describing a contraction of the 


abdominal nerve truck, the solar plexus, as a result of an abdominal 
contusion.
